azainſt God, and againſt his ſervants, ] amnow adjudged to hell torments. 
Herenpon the King awaking,called for lights, and cauling his ſervants to 
ariſe, told them whar he had heard, and feene. The next morrow by day- 
light advertiſement was brought him of this Scots death, which tell out 
juſt ar the crime when the King found himſelf ſo troubled, and almoſt in 
che ſame manner, for he died in great extremity, often uttering theſe 
words, Tuſto Dei judicio condemnatus ſum, by the righteous judgement 
of God I am condemned; which being related to the King,made the dream 
more terrible | 
| Another Viſion he had in the ſame place not many nights after, which 
did moreafiight him: Whileſt he lay ſleeping, he chought he ſaw Sir 
James Hamilton, whom he had cauſed ra be executed, come with a ſword 
drawn in his hand, wherewith he cut off both his armes, threatning alſo to 
returne within a ſhort time, and deprive him of his life : with this he awa- 
kened, and as he lay muſing what this might import, newes was brought 
him of the death of his two ſonnes, James and Arthur, who died at Saint 
Anadrewes, and Striuling at one. and the very ſame hour: The next year, 
ViF, 1542. being overcome with grief, and paſſion/he died at. Faukland in

Engines made by Archimedes. 


Arcelus the Romane General beſieging Syracaſerhe prin- 
cipal City in Szc:ly, wherein Archimedes, an excellent 
Mathematician, was, appointed Appzes toaſlaulr it by 
Jand,and himſelf with (ixty Gallies well armegd.and ful 
of all ſorrs of Artilery, and fire-works, aſſaulted it by 
Sea, rowing hard to the wall, having made agreat en- 
| gine, and deviſe for batrery upon eight Gallies chained 
rogether, truſting by theſe means eafily to carry the City: But Archimedes 
made light account of all theſe deviſes, and indeed they were nothing 
comparable to the Engines which himſelf had invented, and yer were not 
his own, ſuch as himſelf did much reckon of , being buthis recreations in 
Geom:try, and things done to paſſe away thetime at the requeſt of King 
Hieron. The Syracnſans when they ſaw themſelves thus aſſaulted by the 
Romans , both by ſea and land , were marvellouſly perplexed, and afraid, 
thinking it impoſſible for them to withſtand ſo great an Army, and ſowell 
provided: Bur when Archimedes began to handlehis Engines, and to ſer 
them at liberty, there flew into the aire infinite kinds of ſhot, and maryel- | 
lous. great ſtones with an incredible noiſe and force on the ſudden , which 
felt upon the foormen which came to aſſault the City by land, . bearing 
down, and tearing in pieces all thoſe which came againſt them, or in what 
place ſoever they lighted, no earthly body being able- ro reſiſt the force 
and violence of ſuch huge weights, ſo that all the Roman ranks were mar- 
vellouſly diſordered : And as for the Gallies that aflaulted them by ſea, 
ſome he ſank with caſting long pieces of timber upon them : Others he 
hoiſed up by the prowes with hands, and hooks of iron, and again plung- | 
| ed them into the lea: Others being taken up with certain Engines, he made 
: them turne in the aire like a whirligig, and ſo caſt them upon the rocks un- 
| der the Town- walls, and ſplitted them all co fitters, to the utter deſtruti- 
on of thoſe that were inthem. . Sometimes he would lift the Ships and 
Gallies out of the water, that it was a fearful ching to {ce them hang ,, and 
curne in the aire, until caſting their men over hatches, ſome here, ſome 
| there, by this terrible turning they became empry, and then were daſhed 
againſt the walls, or elſe fell into the Sea when his Engines left their hold: 
As for Marcel/ys his great Engine which he had made upon the Gallies, 
| when:itwas a pretty. way off from the walls, Archimedes cauſed a grear 
, ſtone to fall upon it of the weight of tza-Talents, then a ſecond after that, 
and athird after that, which fell with ſuch a thundering noiſe,and violence, 
as brake the foundation of the Engine, and tore all the bridge made upon 
the Gallies to ſuſtaine it, all co pieces : So that Marcellus himſelf being a- 
mazed to behold it, was glad to retreat, ſending his Trumperalſo to ſound 
a rerreat to thoſe that aſſaulted the City by land.

As forthe Expedition of Sir Francis Drake, 1587 For the deſtroy- 
ing ofthe Spaziſh Shiping, and Proviſion upon their owne Coaſt, AsI 
cannot ſay, thar there intervened in that Enterpriſe, any ſharpe Fight 
or Encounter; So nevertheleſlſe, ic did ſtrangely diſcover, either that 
Spaine is very weake at home, or very flowto move; When they ſuffered 
a ſmall Fleet of Zygliſh, to make an hoſtile Inyafion, or Incurfion, upon 
their Havens and Roads, from CaarF to Capa Sacra, and thence to Caſ- 
cais; And to fire, ſinke, and carry away,at the leaſt, one hundred Thou- 
ſand tonne of their great ſhiping, beſides fifty, of ſixty, of their ſmaller 
| Veſſels: And that inthe fight, and under the favour or their Forts; And 
- | almoſt under the -eye of their great Admirall, (the beſt Commander of 

| Spaine,by ſea )'the Marquis de Santa Cri, without eyer . being diſputed 
with, by any fight of importance, I remember Drake, in the vaunting ſtile 
of a Souldier, would call this Enterpriſe; The Cingeing off the King of 
Spaines Beard. | x 

_TheEnterpriſe of 88, Deſerveth tobe ſtood upon a little more fully, 
being a miracle of Time. There Armed from Spazze, in the yeare 1588. 
the greateſt Navy that eyer ſwam upon the Sea; For though there haue 
been farre greater Fleets for Number, yet for the Bulke and Building of 
the ſhips, with the Furnicure of great Ordnance and Proviſions, never 
the like. The Deſigne was tomake, not an Invaſion only; but an utter 
Conqueſt of this Kingdome. The Number of Veſlels were one hundred | 
and thirty, whereof Galliafſes and Galliens Seventy two, goodly Ships, 
like foating "Towers, or Caſtles, manned with thirdy Thouſand 
| Souldiers, and Mariners. This Navy was the Preparation of five whole 
yeares attheleaft.It bare it ſelfe alſo upon Divine Aſſiſtance; Forit re- 
4 ceived ſpeciall Bleffing from Pope Ziſtus, and was affigned as an Apoſtol;- |. 
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: Chap.X LVI. better ſouldiers then the Spaniards. 
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| call Miſſion, for the reducement of this Kingdome, to the obedience of the 
See of Rome. And in farther roken of this holy Warfare,. there were a- 
| mongſt the reſt of theſe ſhips, Twelve, called by - the- aames of the Twelve 
Apoſt/es. But it was truly conceived, that this Kingdome of England 
couldnever be oyer-whelmed, except the Land- Waters came into the 
Sea-Tides. Therefore was there alſo.in readineſſe, in Flanders, a mightie 
ſtrong Army of Land-Forces, to the number of fifty thouſand veterane 
Souldiers, under the Conduct of the Duke of Parma, the beſt Comman- 
| der, next the French King Henery the fourth, of his time. Theſe were de- 
 figned toioyne with the torcesat Sea; There being prepared a Nuinber 
of far bottomed boats to tranſport the Land-Forces, under the Wing 
' and Protedtion of the Great Navy, For they made no account, but that 
the Navy ſhould be abſolurely Maſter of the Seas. Againſt thele Forces 
there were Prepared, on our part, co the number of neare one hundred 
Ships, not ſo great of Bulke indeed, but of a more nimble Motion, and 
| more ſerviceable; Beſides a lefſe Fleet of thirty Ships for the Cuſtody 
of the Narrow Seas. There werealſoin readineſſe, art Sin , two Armies 
beſides other Forces; tothe number of ten thouſand, diſperſed amongſt 
the Coaſt Townes, inthe Southerne Parts The two Armies were appojn- 
ted ; One ofthem conſiſting of twenty five thouſand Horſe and Foot, 
for the Repulſing of the Enemy at their landing; And the other of twen- 
ty five thouſand, for ſafeguard and attendance about the Courc, .and | 
che @veenes Perſon, There were alſo other Dormant Muſters of Souldi- 
| ers thorowout all Parts of the Realme, thar' were pur in readineſſe, bur 
not drawen together, The two Armies were aſſigned to the Leading of 
ewo Generals, Noble Perſons, bur both of them, rather Courtiers, and 
Afaured tothe. State, then Martial Men;yet enlivened and affiſted with ſub- 
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ordinate Commanders, of great Experience, & Valour. The Fortune 
| of Warre made this enterpriſe, at firſt, a Play at Baſe. The Spaniſh Navy, 
ſet forth out of the Grojwein May, and was diſperſed and driven back by 
Weather. Qur Nawyſet forth fomwhat later out of Plimputh, and bare 
| up towards the Coaſt of Spaine, to have fought with the Spaniſh Navy; | 
And partly by reaſon. of contrary Winds, partly upon adyertiſement 
that the Spaniards were gone backe, and upon ſome doubt alſo that they | 
mighr paſſe by towards the Coaſt of Zzgland, whileſt we were ſecking 
themafarre off,returned likewiſe into Plimmutb, about the Middle of 
Faly. Atthat time, cams more.confident Advertiſement, (though falſe,) 
not only tothe Lord Admiral, but to the Court, that the Spaniards could | 
not poſſibly come forward that yeare; Whereupon our Navy was upon | 
the point of disbanding, and many 'of our Men gone aſhore. Ar which | 
verytime, the [wuincible Armadi;( for ſo it was called in a Spaniſh oſten- | 
ration thotowout Eerope, )was diſcovered upon- the Weſterne Coaſt. I | 
was' 4 kind of ſurpriſe; For that(as was ſaid,): many of our Men were gone | 
to Land, and our thips ready to depart, Neverthelefle the Admirall, with 

ſach Ships only as could: ſuddenly be put in -readinefſle , made forth ro- 
| wardsthetm: In:fomuch as of one hundred Ships, there came ſcarce thirty 
to work ; Howbeit with chem, and{uch as came dayly jn, we fer upon 
1 them,and gave chem the chaſe, Batthe Spaniards, for want of Courage,

| (which they called Commiſſon,) declined the Fight, caſting themſelyes 
continually inco Roundels, (their ſtrongeſt Ships walling inthe-reſt,) and 
in that manner they madea flying march towards Callis, Our Men, by the 
ſpace of five or ſix dayes followed them cloſe, fought with them conti- 
ruully, made great {laughter of their Men, took two of their great Ships, 
and gave divers others of their Ships their Deaths Wounds, whereof ſoon 
| after they ſanke and periſhed ; And'(in a word) diſtreſſed them' almoſt 
in the nature of a Defeat; Wee our ſelyes, in the meane time, receiving 
little or no hurt. Near Ca//s the Spaniards anchored,expetting their land- 
forces, which came not. Ir was afterwards alledged , that the Duke of 
Parma did artificially delay his coming : Bur this was bur an Invenſion and 
Pretenfion [given out by the Spaniards: Partly upona Spaniſh Envie a- 
gainſt that Duke, being an /taliay, and his ſon a Competitor to Portugal ; 
Butchiefly, to ſave the Monſtrous Scorne and Diſreputation , which they 
and their Nation received, by the ſucceſle of that Enterpriſe. Therefore 
their Colours and Excuſes (torſooth) were, that their General by Sea had 
2 limited Commiſſion, not to fight untill the Land-forces were come in to 
them: And that rhe Duke of Parma had particular Reaches, and Ends of 
his owne, underhand, to crofſe the Deſigne* Burt ir was both a ſtrange 
j Commiſſion, and a ſtrange obedience toa Commithon, for Men in: the 
' middeft of their owne Bloud, and being ſo furiouſly aſſailed, ro hold their 
hands, contrary to the Lawes of Nature and Neceſſity. And as: for the 
Dake of Parma, he was reaſonably well tempred to be true to that: Enter- 
prize, by no lefle Promiſe, then to be made a Feudatary, or Beneficiary 
King of England, under the Seignory (in chiefe) of the Pope;-and the 
| Prote&tion of the Kixg of Spaine. Belides it appeared, that the i Duke of 
Parma held his place long after, in the Favour and Truſt of the 'X5zg of 
Spaine, by the great Employments and Services that: he performed in 
France: And againe, it is manifeſt, that the Duke did his beſt tro come 
downe,andtoput to Sea: The Truth was, that the Spaxiſh Navy, upon 
thoſe Proofes of Fight, which they had with the- Zzz/rſh, finding how 
/ much hurt they received, and how little hurt they did, by reaſon of the 
Activity and low building of our Ships, and skill of oar'Sea-mens; And 
being alſo commanded by a Generall. of ſmall Courage and Experience, 
| And having loſt, arthe firſt, two of their braveſt Commanders - at Sea, 
| Petro de aldez,and Michael de Oquenda, durſt not put it to a Battell ar 
; Sea, but ſer up their reſt wholly upon rhe Land-Enterpriſe. On the other 
| fide, the Tranſporting of the Land forces-failled-inthe very Foundation. 
For,whereas the Counſell'of Spaine made full account, that- their Navy

In the year 1591. was that memorable fight, of an ExgliſhShip called 
the Revenge, under the comming of Sir Richard Greenvil, Memorable (I 
ſay) even beyond credit, and tothe height of ſome Heroical Fable, And 
though it were a Nefeart, yetit exceeded a Yidtory z Being like the ac of 
Sampſox, that killed more men/ar his death, than he had done inthe time 
of all his life. This Ship,for the ſpace of x5. hours, ſate like a Stag amongſt 
Hounis,at the Bay,and was ſeiged,and fought with,in turn,by fitteen great 
Ships,part of a Navy of fifty five ſhips in all; The reſt like Abetcors Jaok- 
ing on.afar off. Ang amongſt the. 15. ſhips that fought, the great Saxt Phe- 
lippo was ane;athip of 7500, tun; Prince of the 12. Sea Apoſtles; Which was 
rightglad when-ſhe was ſhiftgd off from'the Revenge. This brave ſhip the 
Revenge, being manned onely.with two hyndred (fouldiers and mariners,)

For battels in the French warres have been frequent; bur in 
the FParres of Flanders rare, as the nature of a Defenſive requireth., The 
Forces of both Armies were not much unequal : That of the States ex- 


| ceeded ſomewhar in number ; bur that again wasrecompenſed'in the qua- 


 lity of the ſouldiers; for thoſe of the Spaniſh part were of the flower of 
| all their Forces. The 4rch- Duke was the Aflailant, and the Preventer, and 
had the fruit of his diligence and celerity; For he had charged certaine

put themſelyes into Kinſale , was two thouſand men, ſouldiers of old 
bands, under the command of Don 1huan 4 Aquila, a man of goo va- 
lour. The town was ſtrong of it ſelf; neither wanted there any induſtry 
to fortifie it on all parts, and make it tenable;, according to the kill and 
Diſcipline of Spen:ſh Forrification, At that time the Rebels were proud, 
being encouraged upon former {ucceſles; for though the then Deputy, 
the Lord Mountjoy, and Sir George Carew, Preſident of ©Hunſter, had per- 
formed divers good ſervices to their prejudice; yet the defeat they had 
given the Eneſiſhat Black-water not long before, And the Treaty (too 
muchto their honour,)with the Earle of ſex, was yet freſhin their me- 
mory. The Deputy loſt norime, but made haſte to have recovered the 
town before new ſaccours came, and fate down before it in OFober,, and 
laid fiege co it by the ſpace of three winter moneths, or more - During 
which time, Sallies were made by the Spaniaras, but they were beaten in 
withlofle. In Faxsary came freſh ſuccours from Spaine, to the number 
of two thouſand more under the condu@ of AlopFs D*' Ocamps. Upon 
the comforts of theſe ſuccours, Tirone and Odonnel, drew up' their forces 
together, tp the number of ſeven thouſand beſides the Spaniſh Regiments, 
and took the field, reſolved to reſcue the Town, and to give the Engliſh 
battel. So here was the caſe: An Army of Engliſh of fome fix thouſand

very, they werecontent to give the Zxgliſh the honour, as to charge them 


| firſt ; And whenit came to the Charge, there appeared no other difference 


between the Valour of the 7iſh Rebels, and the Spaniards, but that the 
one ran away before they were charged, and the other ſtraight after. And 
again, the Spantards that were m the Town, had: ſo good memories of 
their loſſes, in their former allies, as the confidence of an Army, which 
came for their deliverance, could not draw them forth againe. To con- 
clude, theyg ſucceeded an abſolute victory for the Engliſh, with the ſlaugh- 
ter of above two thouſand of the enemy; The taking of nine Enſignes, 
whereof fix Spaniſh; The taking of the Spaniſh General, D' Ocampo Pri- 
ſonerz And this with the lofle of ſo few of the Zxeliſb, as is ſcarce credi- 
ble ; Being (as hath been rather confidently, than credibly reported,) but 
of one man, the Corner of Sir Richard Greame , though nota few hurt. 
T here followed immediately after the Defear, a preſent yeelding up of 
the rown by compoſition; And not only ſo, but anavoiding (by expreſſe 
Articles of Treaty accorded) of al] other Spaniſh Forces thoroughour all 
Ircland,from the places and neſts where they had {erled themſelyes in great- 
er ſtrength, (as in regard of the natural ſituation of the: places,) than that 
was of K#nſale : which were, Caſtle- haven, Baltimore, and Beere-haven.

The Famine of the Citie, andthe deſperation of the thieves both en- 
; creaſed alike every day more, and more, ſo that now there was no more 
corne found; wherefore the (edirious brake into the houſes, and ſearched 
every cotner to findecorne; and if upon fearch they found any, they did 
beat the owners fordenying it at firſt; and if they found none, they tor- 
tured the houſholders as having more cunningly hidden it: And whoſoever 
was ſtrong of body, 8 wel-liking, him they peſcntly killed, for _ chey 
deemed tiimto have ſtore of food, orelſehe could notbe ſo far, and well- 
liking : and they that were pinedby famine, theſe barbarous, and feditious 
flew them, eſteeming it no offence to kill them, who would ſhortly 
die of famine, though they. eſcaped their hands. Many, bothrich and 
poor, ſecretly changed all-they had for one buſhel of corne, and prefently 
ſhutting themſelves in the ſecreteſt roome in their. houſes , ſome of them 
did eatthe corneas it wasunground : Others made bread of it, as necefſi- 


ry 
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ty and feare required, No man inthe whole City ſate down to eat his 
meatat a table, but greedily taking it from the fire before boiled, they did 
eatit, even raw as it was. Moſt miſerable was. this manner of living, and | 
a ſpectacle, that none without te: res was able tobehold: for the ſtrongeſt | 
ſtill gotrhe moſt, and the weakeſt bewailed their miſery: For now Fa- | 
mine was the greateſt calamity which chey endured: andnothing dotharm 
men more then ſhame: For during this Famine no reverence was had to- | 
wards any man: Wives took the meat even out of their husbands mouths; : 
and children from their parents , and mothers evea from their infants, 
which was the moſt lamencable thing of all: No man any longer had any 4 
| compaſſion, neither did they pity their render and deareſt infants, but F 
ſuffered them to periſh evenin their armes, taking from them the very | 
drops of life. 

Yet could they not eat thus in ſuch ſecrefie, but preſently ſome came 
totake away from them that whereon they fed: forifin any place they ſaw 
any doore ſhur, preſently hereupon they conjectured that they in the 
houſe were eating meat, and ſo forthwith breaking down the doores, 3 
they came in, and taking them by the throat, they cook out of rheir - 
mouths the meat already chewed, and ready to be ſwallowed down. The | 
old men were driven a way, and not permitted to keep and defend their 44 
food from being taken from them: the women were drawn up and down 
by the haire of their head, becauſe they hid between their hands ſomepart 
of their meat, and would not etir go. No picy was now remaining, ne- 
ther to old age, nor to infancie, but when they took young babes with 
their mouths full of mear, becauſe they would nor let it go, they threw | 
chem againſt the ground. And if any one had prevented theſe thieves by 
eating their meat before they could come at them, then were they more 
cruel, and uſed them the more barbarouſly, as having committed ſome 
great offence againſt them. They alſo deviſed moſt horrid and cruel tor- 
ments to extort food from others: for they thruſt ſticks, or ſach-like 
things into the cavities of mens yards, and ſharp thorny rods into their 
tundaments: Yea, its abominable ro mention what the people endured 
ro make them confeſſe one loafe of bread, or one handful of corne which 
they had hidden. 7 

The reſtraint of liberty to paſſe in and out of the City took from the 
Fewes all hope of ſafetie, and the Famine now encreafing, conſumed 
whole houſholds, and families, and the houſes were full of dead women, 
and infants, and the ſtreets filled with the dead bodies of old men: And | 
young men were but like dead mens ſhadows, who as they walked in the 
marker-place, fell down dead where ic happened. 

And now the multitude of dead bodies was ſo great, that they which 
were alive could not bury them, neither indeed cared they to bury them, 13 
being uncertain what ſhould become of themſelves; and many thar did i.4 
endeavontr to bury others, fell down themſelves dead upon them as they 
were burying them; and many being yet alive, went unto their grave and}. 
rhere died. Yet forall theſe'grear calamities,” there was neither weeping} * 
nor lamentation, for famine overcame all affeions, and they who were 
yer living, without teares beheld thoſe who being dead, were. now at reſt 
Dd before 
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before them. There was no ſuch noife heard within the Citie,and the till 
night found all full of dead bodies; and which was moſt miſerable of all, the 
thieves ar night came and took away that which covered the dead bodies 
nakednefle, and ſo went laughing away : yea, upon their bodies they pro- 
ved their fwords, and for pleaſure onely thruſt many thorough who were 
yer breathing; Bur if any deſired chem to kill him, or to lend him a 
{word to kill himſelf, that ſo he might eſcape the torments of famine, they 
denied him. : 

What need I recount every particular miſery * Mayes the ſonne of 
La\arus flying to Titzs our of the Gate that was committed unto his cu- 
ſtody, recounted unto Tir«s that during the fiege from the fourteenth of 
April tothe firſt of Faly, were carried out of thar gate which he kept, an | 
hundred and fifteen thouſand and fouricore dead corpſes; yer many 0- 
thers were buried by their parents, whoſe manner of burial was onely to 
caſt them our of the Citie, and there let them lte. 

A certaine Nobleman flying unto Tit#s not long after, reported that 
there were dead inall the Citie , fix hundred thouſand poor people that 
were caſt out of the gates,and thar the others which died were innumerable: 
and that when ſo many died , thar they were no longer able to bury them, 
that then they heaped up their bodies in the greateſt houſes adjoyning, and 
there ſhut them up : He reported alſo to Ti«s, that a buſhel of corne was 
ſold for a Talent, which is fix hundred crowns : and that fince the Citie 
was thus cloſed up by the Romanes, that they could nor goout to gather a- 
ny more herbs or roots, many were driven to that extremity, that they 
raked finks, and privies to finde out old dung of Oxentoeat ; and fo the 
dung that was loathſome to behold, was their mear. | 

An infinite multitude thus periſhed within the Citie of famine , that 
they could not be numbered ; for in every place where any ſhey or ſigne 
of food was, preſently therearoſe a batte}, and the deareſt friends, and |. 
neareſt relations now fought one with another to take the food from the 
other hungerſtarved ſouls, neither would they beleeve them that they 
were ready to die for famine : but the thieves ſearched them whom they 
ſaw yeelding up theghoſt, thinking, thatthough they died of famine, yet | 
| they had hid about them ſome food, and when they were deceived of their 
| hopes, they werelike mad dogs greedy of mear, falling againſt the doors 
| likedrunken men, in deſperation ſearching the ſame houſes over againe 
| and againe , and through very extremitie eating whatſoever they could 
light on: yea, gathering ſuch things to ear as the moſt filthy living crea- 
tures in the world would have loathed, In brief,” they did eate theirgir- 
dles and ſhooes, and the skins that covered their ſhields, yea, a little old 
hay was ſold ata dearrate: what ſhould I ſay more? I will recount an 
act never before heard of, neither amongſt the Greeks, nor any other bar- |

In the reigne of Maximinxs the Empetour, the Rowane Empire was 
 grievouſly plagued with the Peſtilence and Famine, ſo that one meaſure 
of wheat was (old for two thouſand andfitty pieces of filver : Aninfinite 
number died inthe Cities, but morein the Countries and Villages , fo 
that now the ancient demaines of husbandmen were in 2 manner quite: 
deſolate, all the inhabitants being ſuddenly through want of food, and by 
reaſon of the Peſtilence wholly waſted and conſumed: Many therefore 
ſought 'to ſell unto the wealthier ſort for moſt ſlender food the deareſt 
things that they enjoyed. - -Others ſelling-their poſſeſſions by parcels, fell 
at length into the miſerable extremity of povertie : Others fed -upon the 
tops of grafſe ſhread ſmal : yea,many not regarding what :they eat; fed on.

Leyden in the Low Countries being [trairly beſieged by rhe Spaniard, |

neſſe tohis City, which had been fo ungratefalro him : for he prevented 
the Kings going againſt it by reaſon of his oath, and rather choſe death 
then thar himſelf would act any thing againſt it.

Being made heire 
to'one of his friends thar died, who had a piece of Tapeſtry with a broad 
border, called then the Babilonian border, he cauſedir to be fold, as being. 
co0 coſtly for him. Of all hisfouſes which he had in the countrey, not 
one of them was well plaiſtered, or rough caſt. He 'neyer bought bond-. 
man or ſlave that coſt him above one thouſand five hundred pence, nor 
feeking for fine made men, and goodly perſonages, bur for ſtrong fellows 
chat could take paines, &c. To conclude; he uſed ro ſay, that a man bought 
any thing too deare that was for little purpoſe, though he gave but a far- 
thing for it, thinking it much to beſtow o little for that which was need- 
lefſe. He adviſed men, to purchaſe houſes that had more errable land, 
and paſture belonging to them, then fine gardens, and orchards, Plut, 
in vita Ejus. 

The Twrks are very frugal, and remperate in their diet; when they en- | 
tertaine the greateſt Ambaſſadors their chear is but Rice and Mutron, and 
that ſo plainly, and ſparingly drefled, as if they meant thereby, to ſhame the :

| ings, as not onely affrighted the ſpectators, but cauſed the Dogs to bark, 
the ſwine tocry, and the cattel to run abour, to the aſtoniſhment of all that 
heard them. By theſe artifices one William Spencer was drawn by them

vernour, that ſhe was a Chriſtian, and ſo cauſed her ro be 'put to

Mabomet the Great, rhe firſt Emperour of the Tyrks, after the win- 
ning of Conſtantinople fell in love with a moſt beautiful Greekiſh Lady, cal- 
Jed Irene, upon whoſe rare perfeRions he ſo much doated, thathe gave 
himſelf wholly over to her love; but when he heard that his Caprains,and 
Officers murmured ar it:he appointed them all co attend him in his great 
Hall, and commanding Ireze to drefleand adorne her ſelf in all her gorge- 
ous apparel, he broughr her in his hand into the midſt of them, who {ſee- 
ing her incomparable. perte&ions acknowledged their errour, ſayin 
That their Emperour had ju#t cauſe to paſſe his time in ſolacing bimſelf with 
ſuch a peerleſſe Paragon: Bur heon a ſudden canght her by the bair with 
one of his bands, and with the other drawing his Fauchion, at one blow 
ftruck off her head, thereby ſhewing them that 'he was not ſucha ſlave 
to' his afteQtions, but'thar he preferred his honour before them. Turk. 

There was living in the Iſle of 7hanet in Kent, 
one Adam Sprackling Eſquire, inthe pariſh of St. Zawrexce, whoabout

atlaſt Executions out againſt him, - and Bailiffs waiting to arreſt him, 
whereupon he was forced to keep home, and make his houſe his priſon, ſo 
' that he could nor dominere abroad as formerly. This filled him full of 
' rage, and made him extreme teſty and cholerick, fo that his wife was con- 
' ſtrained many times tolock up her ſelf from him, being a woman of many 
| excellent partsand vertues, Bur upon Saturday night Decemb. 11,1652. 
| T his Sprackling (as it ſeems) reſolved to miſchiefher, and being in his

ro beexculed being in bed: then did he ſend for one Martin a poor old

No help was near, Ewell was bound, and Martin being | 
old and weak, and fearing his own lite, durſt not interpoſe, only he pray.- 
ed his Myſtris to ſtay and be quiet;, hoping all would be well, and ſoget- 
ting a napkin, bound up her hand withit, After this towards morn- 
ing, Sprackling ſill railing and raging art his wite, daſhed her on the fore- 
| head with the Iron- Cleaver, whereupon ſhe fell down bleeding, bur reco- 
| vering her (elfe on her knees, ſhe cried and prayed unto: Gad for the pardon | 
of her own fins, and her husbands, praying God to forgive him as ſhe did. 
| But as ſhe was thus praying, her bloody hnsband chopt her head in the 
mid{t into the yery braines, ſo that ſhe felldown and died immediately : 
Thendid he kill fix dogs, foure of whickthe threw by his wife,” and after 
he was dead, chopped her twice ta the leg, compelling Martin to wath 
 Ewells facewith herblood: Himlſelfalſo dipping linnen in her blood, 
waſhed Martizs face, and he blaodied his owa face withie >. For all which 
| being apprehended, and carried to Sandwich Jaile, at the Seſſions follow- 
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| ing, which were April 22 1653. he was arraigned, concemned and hang- 
| ed onthe 27th. day, dying very deſperately, and not ſuffering any, neither 
| godly Miniſters nor Gentlemen , who defired to ſpeak with him atter his

hopes failed him: Crowned indeed he was, but with a Crowne of red- 
hot iron clapt upon his head, being one of thoſe rortures wherewith he end- 
ed at once his wicked dayes, and devices. Hed#.Boetins. | 

One of the Ptolemies of Egypt was called 4au5or, from his fair promiſes, 


Sertorius the Roman uſed to feed his creditors , and clients with faire 
the Deviichac promiſed Chriſt excelſa in excelſis, mountains on a moun- 


ſhew,ſemblance, or repreſentation, Phylicians call their drugs %ze, gifts, 
and yet we pay dear for them. Apothecaries ſer fair titles on their boxes, 
and gally-pots, but many times there is aliud in titwlo, aliudin pyxide, no- 
thing but bare citles, 

Cardinal Berno relates a memorable ſtory of Pope Hildebrand, or Gre- 
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gory the feyenth , thar he hired a baſe fellow tolay a great ſtone upon a 
beame in the Church where the Emperor Henry the fourth uſed co pray, 


and ſo to lay it, that ic might fall (as from the top of the Church) upon | 


the Emperours head, and kill him : But whileſt this caitife was attempting 
ro do it, the ſtone with its weight drew him down, and falling upon him, 
daſhed him to pieces upon the pavement. The Thracians in Herodotus 
being offended with Fpztey for raining unſeaſonably, ſhot up their arrows 
at him, which ſoon rerurned upon their own pates, 
There was one Maſter P:ckering of Titchmarſh-grove in Northampton- 
ire, char was in great eſteeme wich King Fam?s. This Maſter Pickering 
hadan horſe of ſpecial note on which he ufed to hunt with the King. A 
lictle before the blow was to be given, Xetes, his brother in Law, and one 
of the conſpirators borrowed this horſe of him, and conveyed him to Loz- 
4;n upon a bloody deftgne which was thus contrived, Faux on the day of 
the fatal blow was appointed to retire himſelfiinto Saint George his fields 
where this horſe was toattend him to further his eſcape fo ſoon as the Par- 
liament houſe ſhould be blown up. It was likev/iſe contrived that Maſter 
Pickering, noted fora Paritan, ſhould that morning be murthered in his 
bed, and ſecretly conveyedaway : As alſo that Faux's coming into Saint 
Geqrges fields to eſcape, ſhould there be murthered, and ſo mangled, thar 
he mightnotbe known : whereupon 1c was to be bruited abroad, that the 
Puritans had blown up the Parliament houſe 3 and the betrer to make the 
world beleeve it, there was Maſter Pickering with his choiſe horſe ready to 
make an clcape, but that God ſtirred up ſome, who, ſeeing the hainouſ- 
neſle of the fact, and him ready to make his eſcape, in deteſtation of ſo 


' horrible a deed, tell upon him, and hacked him in peices: and to make it 
more clear, there was his horſe that was of ſpecial ſpeed, and {wiftneſle to 
| Carry him away,and upon this rumouraMaſlacre ſhould have gone through 


the whole Land upon the Puritans. But when the contrivance of this plor 
was thus diſcovered by ſome of the Confpirators, and Faux in the Tower 
was made acquainted with it, who before was made to beleeve that he 
ſhould be bountifully rewarded for that his good ſervice to the Catholick 
cauſe; now perceiving on the contrary his ruine had beene contrived, he 
thereupon confeſſed treely all that he knew concerning that horrid Con- 


| ſpiracy, which before all the cortures of the rack could not force him to. 


The truth of all this is atteſted by Maſter William Perkins an eminent 


| Chriſtian, and Citizen of Loxdox, who had it from the mouth of Mr. Cle- 
| 29ent Corton,that made our Engliſh Concordance,whoalſo had it from the re- 


| lation of Maſter Pzc&ering himſelf. 


Frederick the third, Emperour of Germany, complained , that of all 
thoſe Courtiers that he had advanced, he ſcarce found any that proved 
faithful ro him, but the worſe for his curtefie.

Caius Marins, and Cinnaentring Rome, played the unnatural and bloo- 
dy Tyrants, being accompanied with the verieſt rafcals, and moſt ſhame- 
lefle ſlaves, who came to them from all parts, and for the leaſt word that 
Marixs ſpake, ot at the twinckling of his eye;or nodding of his head , they 
ſlew whomſoever he pleaſed, and amongſt the reſt they ſlew Anacrins a 
Noble Senator, becauſe Marius did not ſalute him when he came to ſpeak 
with him: after which they continued killing all that Xarzivs didnot ſalute, 
or ſpeak to, ſo that his very triends were afraid of being murthered when 


ſatiared with blood, but Marins anger, and deſtre of revenge was unap- 
peaſable, ſo that he ſpared nor one if he ſuſpected him never ſolirtle, and 
there was neither rown nor high- way that was not full of ſcouts and ſpies 
ro hunt out them that hid themſelves and fled : Then experience taughc 
them that no friend is faithful, and to be truſted if fortune frown never ſo 
little: for there were very tew that cid not betray their friends that fled to

whileſt no man pitted him : and thus ſwallowed up by the Sea, he received 
in the middeſt of che waves the juſt reward of his treachery, Turk.

40. * Heradamon betrayed to the Emperour Aurelian his own native City 
Tiana to lave his own life: But the Emperour having ſworne not to leave a

Antiochus Epiphanes marvellouſly oppreſſed the Fewes, robbed and 
ſpoiledtheir Temple, and murthered many of chem; And about ten years 
after, deceiving them with fair, and ſmooth words, whileſt they imagined 
no miſchief, he cruelly ſet upon them, fothar thelofle, and deſolation that 
fell upon them was ineſtimable : For beſides the deſtruction of their Ciry 
Feruſalem, the ſlaughter of an infinite number of their people , and the 
captivity of women and infants, he commanded the refidue of the Fewes 
that they ſhould forſake andabjure the Law of Gad, and joyne with the 
Infidels in their religion: The books of the Scripture he rear, and burned, 
and thoſe with whom any ſuch books were found, he rigorouſly put ro 


death. - Afﬀterall which outrages, as he was warring againſt the Ciry of 


Elymati in Perſia, ſeeking to ſpoile and rob their Temple, he was repulſed, 
and forced toflie to Babylon, where hearing of the overthrow of his armies 
by the Fewes, he fell fick with grief, and there miſerably ended his dayes, 
1 Mach.2.6&6, 

Antiochus the ſon of this wretched father,as he ſucceded him in his King- 
dome, ſo in his wickedneſle, and perjury : For (his own affaires requiring 
it)he concluded a peace with the Jewes which he confirmed with his owne 
oath, and with the oathes of his Princes, allowing tothem the free exerciſe 
of their Religion : But nor long after, he falſified his faith, and perſecuted 


them : But God ſuffered him not to go long unpuniſhed : For being } 


overcome by Demetrius, himſelf,together with Lyſjas his Governour, 
were put todeath. 1 Mach. 6. | 
* Antiochus his ſon getting the Kingdom, being bura child, as he was go- 
ing to war againſt the /ewes, was ſlaine by Thryphon the Generall of his Ar- 
my ; and thus periſhed the curſed race of A»tiochus Epiphanes, which felt 
Gods wrath to the third generation.

But he eſcaped nor the juſt vengeance of God; For as he was warritig *4- 
gainſt the inbabirants of Perſepolis, a Citie of Perſfia,he was ſhamefally pur 
coflight;and then had his Army inF#424 overthrown, which he cio ſoon- 
er heard of, but he belched our diccer threats againſt the Fewes : But as he 
went thitherward, God {mote him with an incurable plague, whereupon 
he began ro relenr, ſeeming very penitent,and vowed that if he recovered, 
he would do many, and great things for the people of God, that-he would 
become a Few, and go through all the knowne world to declare the'pow- 
er of God : But the Lord knowing his hypocriſie, ſtill continued his diſ- 
eaſe, which was a remedileſle paine in his bowels, intollerable rorments in 
all his inward parts: His body breeding abundance of wormes which iſſued 
out of the ſame, ſo that he rottedabove ground, and by reaſon of the iti- 
collerable ſtink of his putrified body, no man could- endure to come near : 
him z yea, he himſelf was not able to beare, or abide the ſame, whereby 
he ended his wretched life in much miſery.

Captaines only, which beſiow their favours at adventure, and not by deſert : 
But hence forth it ſhall be your own fault if you be not preferred according to 
your deſerts : For Thence forth give you leave to make your neceſſities known 
anto me: and therewithall he gave him a very good horle for ſervice,& other 
honorable gifts; which did {o encourage the man, that he became a very 
faithful, and ſerviceable Souldier tothe fomans, Plat. © ; |

he deſerved the favour of the Thebanes, Epaminondas would be his friend 
without a bribe; bur if he deſerved otherwiſe, he would be his enemy,

would, yet forall that he neither encreaſed the patrimony lefthinm by - his 
father, nor enriched himſelfe ro the value of: one groat.

Paulus Z milins was ſent by the Senate of Rowreinto Spaine, where they” 
wereall up in Armes -In which journey he twice oyercame the barbarous

After the battel of Marathon, a Perſian to obtain favour, ſhewed one 
Calliasan Athenian, a mighty Maſle of treaſure that was hidden by the 
Perſians ina pit - but Callras moſt unjuſtly, and cruelly murthered him 
that ſhewed it him, left he ſhould ſpeak of it to others. Pe, c9el. 


Lycurgus the Lacedemonian Lawgiver confidering the manifold miſ- 
chiets which come by the love of money, and coverouſneſs, baniſhed the 
uſe of money out of the Common-wealth, forbidding all coine of gold 
and filW4 imploying iron in ſtead thereof, whereof a greatquantity was 
but worth alittle, ſo that tolay up ten pound 1n iron woula have filled an 
whole Cellar: hereby he prevented all theft, and robberies: Hereby alfo 
he prevented all ſuperfluous, and unprofitable ſciences, for who would 
make ſuch things as would undo them, by reaſon of the baſeneſs of the mo- 


| forreigne commodities, becaule their iron money would gono whereelſe. 


This kept out of his Common-wealthRhetoricians which teach the cunning 
artof Lying, and Pazders which keep brothel-houſes - and Goldſmichs, 
and Jewellers which ſell royes for women. Hereby delicateneſs wanting 
fewel by little, and little vaniſhed. Houſholdſtuffe was excellently made ; 
for Artificers laying aſide ſuperfluous works, wholly imployed themſelves 
in making neceſſary things. Plzt.

Antoninus ſucceeded Anno lzgcalled Pix becauſe he pardoned all de- 
linquents when he came tothe Empire, ſaying ,zoy oportet ab his rebus prin- 
cipatus exordium ducere; He uled to ſay rhit he had rather ſave one Citizen 
4 kill one thouſand enemies : wasjuſt, curteons, and liberall : Forbad the 
reading of Sybils books, and Twlly de divinatione : cauſed the perſecution 
of Chriſtians to ceaſe upon an inundartion of Tyber which overthrew man 
buildings in the City,cauſed men as well as women to be puniſhed for a- 
dultery-: Died of a Feaver, Anno of his reigne 23, of his ape 70. | 
Aurelius Verus and Marcus YVerus Anno 162. called Divi fratres, becauſe 
both were adopted by Ant. Pixs : the firſtwas wicked, and luſtfulland dy- 
ed of an Apoplexie - the ſecond was vertgous, and learned, whence called 
the Philoſopher: ſo beloved that it was a capitall offence to thoſe which had 
not his picture : they raiſed the fourth perſecution : whereupon the Em-

he ſent privately to Xerxes, acquainting him with the Grecians purpoſe of 
breaking down his Bridge, and thereforeadvited him to haſten his return 
betore they had pur their counſel nro ation. Xerxes being affrighred with 
this meſſage, left his Captains co bring after him thoſe Forces which he in- 
.tendedto take back into Aſia, and himſelf witha few attendants poſted 
back tothe bridge for his own ſafery. Herod. 

After the final overthrow of the Perſian Army, the Athenians began to 
build their Ciry anew, which had been burned by the Perſeans, and to com- 
paſſe ir about with ſtrong Walls, which the Lacedemonians hearing of, and 
ſuſpeing the Athenian power, they ſent Ambaſſadours to them to diſ- 
{wade them from the work, telling them how dangerous it might be it rhe 
Perſians (ſhould again come into Greece, 8&c. Themiſtocles perceiving that 
they didir out ofenvy, told them thatthe Athenians would rhemſelves 
ſend Ambaſſadours of their own to ſatisfhe the Lacedemonians about that 
matter : and ſodiſmifling them, he exhorred the Athenians to haſten their 
work all chat poſſibly they could ; and after a while himſelf goes as their 

 Ambaſiadour to Sparta, but by the way pretends {icknefle, and other im- 
pediments to hinder : yetatlength he comes to-Spartazzburthen tellSthem 
that he could do nothing effectually till his Colleagues were cometo him - 
In the mean time the Lacedewonians hearing that the, Walls wenc "forward 
apace, ſent new Ambaſſadours to know thetruth F the buſinels - Themi- 
ftacles therefore diſpegds away his manto athens, writing rothe Magi- 
ſtrates, that when the Ambaſſadours came they ſhould caſt them inco pri- 
ſon, and keep them as pledges, that the Lacedemonjians ſhoulda@anorhing 
againſt them : andar laſt he makes an Oration to the” Lacedemonians, and 
tells them, that now Atheys was fortified, whereby they wereable co re- 
pel war both by their Armes, and Walls : and ſo having cut-witted the 


Lacedeyontans by this ſtratagem, he returned home with grear applauſe.

and to take part with the Greriavs, who were their anceſtou s, and foun- 


ders, and ſuch as fought for their liberty, hoping by this ſtratagemeither 
to bring the Fonians ro take part with him, orat leaſt to make the Perſoans 


did Fabius Max. the Roman,uie,who when as Hanibal had ſpared his lands, 


Lycurgus commanded his Spartans that they ſhould never make war of- | 
ren with one enemy,leſt in proceſle of time they ſhould grow moreexpert, 
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Maximus, which cauſed great feare, and diſcouragement amongſt his 
S6uldiers. But Hanibal to extticarhimſelf out of this danger, reſolved ro 
deceive Fabis by tiits devife : He cauſed two rhoufand Oxen to be cho- 
ſen-ont of the heard, and tyed to their hornes light bundles of reeds,or cur- 
tings of Vines, commanding the drivers whictshad the charge of them, 
that whe they ſaw the ſignal lift up in the ayerin the night, * they ſhould 
ſtrait fet fire on thoſe reeds, and drive the Oxen up to the hills where the 
enemies lay : and whileſt theſe things were preparing ,he ranged his Army 
in order of battle, and when che night catrie cauſed them to march faire,and 
ſoftly, Now theſe beaſts ar the Af kindling of the fire upon their hornes 
went but leaſurely up che Monntaines, fo that the heardſemen on the rop of 
the motmtaines worldred to {ee thoſe fires as it had been an army in battel 
attay matching with lighes, and torches: Bur when their hornes were: 
but 0 the ſtuttips, atid the fire began to fry their Ach, the Oxen foughr 
tosetiter, and ſet fire ore 0n ati other, and being mad with paine ran all o- 
yer the mountaites fetring fire on the buſhes, and coppices, which ſight ſo

In the extreameſt North-eaſt angle of Conſtantinople, ſtandeth the | 
oreat Turks Seraglio or Palace, compaſſed with a lofty wall three miles 
in compaſſe, comprehending goodly Groves of Cypreſle-trees, in- 
rermixed with plaines, delicate Gardens, Artificial Fountains, vari- 


and the Treaſury inexhauſtible. The proud Palace of the Tyrant 0- 
pens to the South, having a lofty Gate-houſe , engraven with Ara- | 
bick CharaQters, ſet forth with Gold, and Azure, all of white Mar- 
ble - This gate leadeth into a ſtately Court three hundred 'yards long, | 
and about one hundred and fifty wide ; at the farther end whereof is 
another gate hung with ſhields, and Cymiters; this leads into a ſecond | 
\Courr full of tall Cyprefſe-trees, being not much lefle than the: for- 
mer. It is Cloiſtered round about,: covered with lead, handſome- 
ly paved, and ſupported with Columns of Marble, which have Cha- 
piters, and Baſes of Copper.

Porſenya King of Hetruria,. not far from the City of Cluſixm, built 7. 
| for himſelf a Monument of ſquare ſtone, each ſide of it was three 
handred foot broad, and fifry foot high; within which ſquare Baſis 
there was an inextricable Labyrinth, into which whoſoever adventured 
without a clue, could finde nopaſſage our.
